FILIPINO MANIFESTQ.TO THE 
AMERICAN PEOPLE.. 


BERT NBi Loar Raa 
AGONCILLO ON THE SITUATION. 

A recont number of tlie Chicago Record con- 

taing a ‘' Manifesto te tle American people" 
cabled from Paris by F, Agonoillo, who signs 
himself “ Eurapean delugate from the Philip- 
Pine Republic.” Agonecillo, who is well known 
in Hongkong, where he hus resided, was at ong. 
time Aguinaldo's svcretary. We make the
